Jo hn Ebbin g, an o ld hermit, kn o wii 
fo r his p ecu liarities an d eccen trici­ 
ties all o v er this p art o f the State 
was fo u n d 
d ead at his little 
ho me 
alo n g the riv er hi the n o rthwestern 
p art o f Oran ge to wn ship last n ight 
abo u t sev en 
o ’clo ck by his 
farm 
hi;n d , Ro bert Camero n . 
Ebbin g had been in 
p o o r 
health 
an d eo mp lain o d o f feelin g bad fo r 
sev eral weeks. 
He an d 
Camero n 
wo rked as u su al 
abo u t the 
farm 
y esterd ay , an d when Camero n start­ 
ed to go to his ho me a sho rt d istan ce, 
fo r the ev en in g meal, Ebbin g asked 
that he co me back after su p p er an d 
sit u p with him fo r a few ho u rs as 
lie was feelin g v ery bad . 
Camero n 
d id n o t thin k mu ch 
abo u t 
the re­ 
q u est at the time, bu t after su p p er 
fin ally d ecid ed to go 
o v er to 
the 
shack. He en tered the hermit’s ho me 
an d fo u n d him d ead with his heels u p 
in the air, where he had fallen o v er a 
bo x that he had there in the ho u se. 
He had ev id en tly fallen while he was 
feed in g so me little chicken s, as he 
still had the feed in his han d an d 
the 
y o u n g 
chicks 
were 
walkin g 
aro u n d o v er his bo d y . 
He had n o t 
been d ead lo n g when Camero n d is­ 
co v ered his bo d y an d Co ro n er Co le­ 
man was immed iately 
called . 
He 
p ro n o u n ced 
su d d en 
d eath 
d u e to 
d ro p sy . 
Ebbin g was v ery well kn o wn fo r 
miles aro u n d as a p ecu liar an d ec­ 
cen tric character. 
He co u ld n ev er 
get alo n g with his n eighbo rs an d fo r 
this reaso n was co n tin u ally harin g 
tro u ble with them. 
He allo wed n o 
o n e to tresp ass o n his farm o r he 
wo u ld threaten to sho o t them. 
He 
was co n ced ed to be p artially in san e 
an d few p eo p le bo thered him. 
Last 
su mmer he had tro u ble with Camer­ 
o n , the 
hired man , who 
has been 
wo rkin g fo r him recen tly o v er so me 
ho gs. 
He fo u n d so me o f Camero n ’s 
ho gs o n his p remises an d sho t o n e o f 
them. 
Camero n to o k the matter to 
co u rt an d go t d amages fo r his lo ss. 
It was the co mmo n ru mo r in the 
co mmu n ity that Ebbin g had a great 
amo u n t o f mo n ey 
co n cealed 
so me 
p lace in his little ho me. A tho ro u gh 
search rev ealed o n ly $1 an d it is 
said that he had n o ban k acco u n t. 
He was a bachelo r an d liv ed a mis­ 
erable life fo r sev eral 
y ears. 
He 
p erfo rmed all o f his ho u seho ld d u ties 
an d had n o o n e fo r a co mp an io n ex ­ 
cep t the faithfu l d o g that stay ed by 
his master’s sid e co n tin u ally . 
Ebb­ 
in g liv ed abo u t fifty 
y ard s 
fro m 
Geo rge Alter, who d ied early Wed ­ 
n esd ay mo rn in g. 
The d eceased is su rv iv ed by o n e 
bro ther in Jen n in gs co u n ty an d a 
n ep hew in this cd u n ty . 
He o wn ed a 
farm o f thirty acres, a small n u mber 
o f farm imp lemen ts an d so me liv e 
sto ck. 
His p ro p erty is v alu ed at 
$4000. 
The fu n eral serv ices will be co n ­ 
d u cted fro m the late resid en ce to ­ 
mo rro w 
an d the 
remain s 
will be 
bu ried in the Mo sco w cemetery .

Awaiting His Coming. 


Rev. J. J. Leggett, like most busy 


men, went to his 
prayer 
meeting 


Thursday night, blissfully ignorant 
of the arrival of his 53d birthday. He 
began his services in the usual man­ 
ner, but noticed, during the progress 
of the meeting, something that was 
unusual in his experience—his con­ 
gregation began to diminish one by 
one until but a handful of his most 
faithful attendants 
were 
left 
him 
to bring his 
meeting 
to a 
close. 
But, as the evening gave promise of 
a storm, the good man dismissed all 
thought of his discourse being with­ 
out interest to his worshippers who 
never before had thus deserted him, 
and concluded, as many 
of 
those 
leaving lived afar, that they desired 
to reach home in advance 
of 
the 
threatening weather with its accom­ 
paniment of fierce lightings and mut­ 
tering thunder. 
In the meantime, many others, ac­ 
quaintances and friends, had already 
gathered quietly at the parsonage in 
advance of the deserting members of 
his fold. 
So when the faithful pas­ 
tor went to his home, followed by the

fibre getting into the wool to which 
it clings, tenaciously, causes trouble 
in the

processes 
through 
which the wood must pass in being 
converted into cloth.

Martin and Jefferson Counties 


— Purdue Students Arrested. 


Indianapolis, 
May 
1.—Tippecanoe 
county , with 103 saloons and Purdue 
Univ ersity at Lafay ette, v oted “ wet” 
Friday by a majority in the neig hbor­ 
hood of 8 00. Washing ton, Martin and 
J efferson counties v oted “ dry .” 
The 
former has been without saloons for a 
y ear anjL the “ wets” offered no re­ 
sistance. 
The 
“ dry ” 
majority 
in 
Washing ton, including Salem, county 
seat, was 1,28 5 . 
Unofficial returns g iv e J efferson to 
the temperance conting ent by a ma­ 
jority of 5 4 , but ev ery precinct in 
Madison 
ex cept 
one 
v oted 
“ wet.” 
There were two of the oldest brewer­ 
ies in the state at Madison and thirty - 
six saloons. 
Martin, one of the small 
counties, went “ dry ” by 395 , wiping 
out eig ht saloons. 
The result in Tippecanoe is the 
most 
notable 
v ictory won 
by 
the 
“ wets” ex cept in Way ne county . Both 
sides put up a fierce fig ht in Tippe­ 
canoe, 
Lafay ette 
being 
the 
battle­ 
g round. 
The odds were in fav or of 
the anti-saloon leag uers as President 
Stone and the faculty of Purdue led 
the opposition to the “ wets.” 
There 
are ov er 2,000 students at Purdue and 
arrang ements 
were 
made 
to 
v ote 
hundreds of them. 
In spite of the 
protests of the members of the tax ­ 
pay ers’ leag ue, sev eral hundred non­ 
resident students were v oted in West 
Lafay ette. 
The city of Lafay ette g av e a “ wet" 
majority of 2,5 04 , which establishes a 
new record in Indiana. The township 
in which Purdue is located g av e a 
“ dry ” majority of 8 31. 
The “ dry s” 
carried the out townships but by a 
majority much lower than anticipated. 
The v ictory of the “ wets” in Lafay ­ 
ette was due v ery larg ely to the 3tand 
taken by the business men who made 
a thoroug h org anization. 
The “ dry s” 
controlled 
the election 
boards 
and 
were able to v ote the students at 
will.

number of killed in the series of de­ 
structive tornadoes to be 170, with 704 
injured. 


Louisville, Ky .. May 1.—Dispatches 
gathered throughout the South indi­ 
cate that from 50 to 75 people met 
sudden death in the great wind that 
loosed havoc throughout the section. 
The number of injured is probably 
three-fold the list of the killed, and 
it will probably be several day s before 
a complete list can be gathered. 
While the storm, which reached the 
South 
from 
the 
upper 
Mississippi 
Valley shortly after midnight Friday , 
left its scar on Mississippi. Arkansas, 
Kentucky , 
Alabama, 
Missouri 
and 
more remote states, Tennessee per­ 
haps suffered the most severely . 
It 
is substantiated that 60 people were 
killed, distributed among the follow­ 
ing 
towns: 
Young’s 
Crossing, 
5; 
Fay etteville, 5; Noblesville, 1; Hart­ 
man county , 1; Medina, 4; Clarksville, 
1; Centerville, 1; Franklin, 1; Hills­ 
boro, 4; Somerville, 3; Laconia, 2; 
Bells, 2; Quito, 8; Giles county , 12. 
Mississippi’s most disastrous point 
was Horn lake, where 18 met death. 
Arkansas reports a total of 12 dead 
with likelihood that it will be added to 
as the inaccessible wire points are 
picked up. 
Alabama has four dead 
near 
Hartsell. 
Kentucky 
escaped 
with much property damage, but no 
deaths, while Missouri has seven killed 
at Somerville and Golden. 
Georgia 
lost two when a boat capsized in At­ 
lanta. 
In Arkansas the towns which 
lay in the swath of the recent tornado 
at Brinkley suffered most. They were 
West Marion, Weakley and Vicanage. 


Storm Claims Entire Family . 
Evansville, Ind., May 1.—The storm 
that swept southern Illinois Thursday 
night was the worst in many y ears. 
On the farm of William T. Garner, 
near Texas City , 111., Edgar Overton, 
his w'ife and infant child and Daniel 
Stallings, his hired hand, were in­ 
stantly killed when their house wras 
blown down. A hired girl named Car- 
lise, who lived with the Overtons, was 
so badly injured that it is not expected 
she will recover.

Our 
banker, Shaker Boutros, for example, 
has farms southeast of Tarsus and had 
eighty -one men at work on them, one 
Greek and eighty Armenians. 
/The 
Greek came in with the story that 
every one of the eighty Armenians 
had been killed. From Kozolook came 
a similar tale. 
“We breakfast, dine and supper on 
horrors. I never would have believed 
men capable of such cruelties, the 
sight of which I saw Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
As the train on which I was 
riding moved through the viney ards, 
the gardens this side of Adana, they 
reminded me of Shiloh, of Corinth, of 
Vicksburg, of Atlanta. 
Here were 
bodies ly ing wrhere they had fallen. 
There was a heap of ten to twenty 
piled up like cordwood. I suppose in 
preparation for burial. In Adana cart 
loads were being dumped into the 
river. 
In the long street leading up 
from the station I counted in the quar­ 
ter of a mile I traversed over thirty 
bodies that had not y et been removed. 
"There were two whole day s of 
bitter street fighting, of massacre of 
the defenceless, and burnings. 
Our 
great strong city of Adana is n sr a 
thing of the past.”

Bu ffalo, N. Y., May 1.—The first j 
formal declaration of war by the labor I 
u nions on the great lak es against the 
Lak e Carriers’ association was issu ed 
today . Officially , it is the inau gu ration 
of a strik e of between 30,000 and j 
35,000 men employ ed in ev ery cap acity 
on board ship ex cep t master. 
A s a 
m atter of fact there will be p ractically 
no change in the situ ation which ha3 
ex isted since the op ening of nav igation 
when the marine engineers refu sed to 
sign contracts in which the Lak e Car­ 
riers’ association inserted the open 
shop clau se. 
The . engineers 
were 
back ed u p by the officers of the fire­ 
men’s, oilers’ and water tenders’ as­ 
sociation and the marine cook s and 
stewards’ u nion. 
Leaders in both or­ 
ganizations refu sed to allow their men 
to ship on board any Lak e Carriers’ 
association boat with a non-u nion en­ 
gineer. Under the constitu tion and by ­ 
laws the officers cou ld not, howev er, 
declare a strik e u ntil the qu estion had 
been su bmitted to a referendu m v ote. 
This was done last week , and accord­ 
ing to adv ices receiv ed by local u nions, 
the v ote to strik e was p ractically u n­ 
animou s.

Indianap olis, May 1.—Attorney -Gen-j 
eral Bingham is arranging to bring 
su it to determine whether or not the 
anti-tru st Ik w is being v iolated by fiv e 
insu rance comp anies. It Is u nderstood 
that p ractically all of the fire insu r­ 
ance comp anies op erating in Indiana 
will be affected by the su it and that 
the comp laints against the alleged 
tru st will be brou ght on the v iolation | 
of the anti-tru st law. The state lik ely 
will seek an inju nction to p rev ent the 
comp anies which op erate u nder the 
Dean schedu les from enforcing the 
rates which they p rescribe. Althou gh 
the attorney -general declines to say 
what inv estigation he has made, it has 
become k nown that he has been look ­ 
ing u p the op erations of the alleged 
combine, and that he has satisfied 
himself that one ex ists. The so-called 
combine is said to op erate u nder the 
name of the Western Union of Insu r­ 
ance comp anies. 
Its officers, it is 
said, hav e gone into ev ery city in the ' 
state to inv estigate the rates fix ed by 
comp anies which do not belong to the 
u nion, and those concerns which hav e j 
fix ed rates below the figu res the u nion j 
has p rescribed are v irtu ally k ep t from 
j 
doing bu siness by those comp anies 
which op erate u nder the direction of 
the Dean schedu les.
